Gutierrez, 
formally 
notified 
the 


Urited States today of his assump- 
tion of power as provisional presi- 
dent of Mexico, and guaranteed pro- 
tection for Americans and all other 
foreigners. 


Two communications from Guit- 


ierrez were received today by Presi- 
dent Wilson. The formal notification 
of his assumption of office added that 
he would soon set up his government 
in Mexico City and seek 
to 
bring 


about peace. The other guaranteeing 
protection for foreigners made no re- 
quest for recognition by the United 
States. 


Guitierrez described in some detail 


the Aguas Calientes convention and 
how he came to be chosen. He also 
asked for the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can forces from Vera Cruz. His mes- 
sage said in part: 


"In the meanwhile and while my 


provisional presidency lasts, I will 
strive to adopt the policy of the gov- 
ernment to the needs of the country, 
respect the legitimate rights of tnc 
nations, uphold t»e' reforms that the 
convention demands and 
guarantee 


the life and property of 
the for- 


eigners who have come nnder the 
protection of our 
hospitality 
and 


laws, to co-operate with us in the 
aggrandizement of the nation. 


"The 
new government 
in my 


charge will move to Mexico City and 
achieve the complete pacification of 
the country; for besides having such 
reason, right and public opinion on 
its side, it will try to meet the just 
demands of all the inhabitants of the 
land, though without swerving from 
the performance of Its duties. 


In announcing to your 
excel- 


lency's government the establishment 
of a new regime in Mexico, I rely on 
the strong sympathies which the hon- 
orable president of your republic has 
always shown to the Mexican people 
and their institution's, and I find grat- 
ification in hoping that the good re- 
lations that have united us with the 
powerful and civilized American na- 
tion will subsist in the future, and 
that the forces of your government 
will very soon be withdrawn from oui 
oort of Vera Cm/,; then will our re- 
lations be again completely cordial 
and close as they air to be desired 
between adjoining peoples that are 
brothers by chilization and common 
ideals."
